Mr. Markel stressed the point 
that the bus operators are not op- 
posed to the principle of interstate 
regulation, but are against Federal 
interference with state control of 
local enterprise, although pointing 
out that the states could not be 
vested in final authority under the 
commerce clause of the Consti- 
tution. 

The proposed bill, sponsored by 
Whe A. A. A. is a modification of 
the Cummins measure, which was 
passed by the Senate last May, and 
which subsequently died in the 
House without further considera- 
tion. 

It. is proposed in the draft of 
the bill, as outlined by Mr. Markel, 
that the administration of the act 
shall be performed by state utility 
boards, in co-operation with the 
boards of other states wherever 
necessary, and that all appeals shall 
be vested in the I. C. C. for final 
adjudication. 

A certificate of “convenience and 
necessity” would be issued by the 
state boards which would be au- 
thorized to approve or reject all 
applications for franchises after 
formal hearings. 


Adequate bond would be re- 
quired of all motor bus carriers 
“of persons” to guarantee dam- 
ages im the case of death or in- 
jury to passengers or other per- 
sons and property caused by ac- 
cidents on the public highways, 
the amount of bends to be fur- 
nished either by the bus opera- 
tor or responsible surety com- 
panies.

thority under the terms of the pro- 
posed bill to prosecute bus opera- 
tors who refuse to abide by the de- 
cisions of the state board of the 
Federal commission. 

The matter of the posting of 
rates and regulations of the bus 
operators is similar to that re- 
quired of the railroads, all tariffs 
to be fixed upon application to the 
state board, or upon appeal to the 
I. C. C. The state board is also 
authorized to compel the bus op- 
erators to operate upon regular 
routes and schedules. 

Provision is also made for the 
action of the joint boards in the 
hearing and settlement of all dis- 
putes, while the powers of the 
states in their relation to the Fed- 
eral government are defined at 
length. The proposed bill also pro- 
vides an amount to be fixed by 
Congress as a contingent fund to 
meet the administration of the aet. 

Mr. Markel, in his argument, ad- 
mitted that regardless of what-part 
the states play in the regulation 
of interstate traffic they cannot, 
under the commerce clause of the 
Constitution, be vested with final 
authority.

" He reviewed at some length the 
co-operative efforts of nearly every 
group concerned in the hearings 
last winter before the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, ‘in 
which the bus and truck operations 
were handled ‘jointly. 

Mr, Markel explained that the 
participation of the A, A. A. in 
the hearings was actuated by the 
fact that the “tremendous de- 
crease in traffic and passenger 
revenues suffered by the rail- 
roads in the last eight years oc- 
curred, for the most part, during 
the period when the registration 
of private passenger cars was on 
the increase and before the bus 
came into extensive use.” : 

“The motor bus is not an illegiti-« 
mate or stepchild of the science of 
transportation,’’ Mr, Markel said, 
“but a national outgrowth of the 
development of the internal com- 
bustion engine, the same ads!our 
rail transportation is the natural 
result of the steam expansion 
engine.’’ 

He cited a mass of figures to 
show the eause of the loss of 
revenues by the railroads, and con- 
tended that the motor bus should 
be recognized as a legitimate fac- 
tor in transportation, that it should 
be regulated as a public service 
utility rather than as a competitor 
of the railroads and that its service 
should be recognized as a means 
of furnishing a necessary local ser- 
vice at a less overall cost than is 
possible by rail. 

The commission thus far in its 
series of Hearings, Mr. Markel 
claimed, has found no instance 
has not 
amply protected himself or the 
public against payment of indem- 
nities in accidents. 

Counsel for the A. A. A. ex- 
plained in detail the various points 
of the proposed bill. He declared 
that the passenger bus and the

separately, Decause the testimony

Mr. Markel dwelt at length on 
the details of administration of the 
proposed act and throughout his. 
argument emphasized the conten- 
tion that “the motor passenger car- 
rier is furnishing a service entirely 
different from that of the rail car- 


rier, Gnd should be considered’ as 


a new and distinctive utility.” 

“Regulation of interstate com- 
merce by motor vehicles,” he said, 
“might conceivably mean further 
Federal encroachment on _ state 
rights. We are convinced, however, 
that while Congress has the ‘right 
to authorize such interference, it 
also has the right, as provided in 
our proposed bill, to prohibit such 
interference.”

- Sumple Device for 
_ Keeping Check 


Akron, O.:, Oct. 26.—One of the 
Goodyear Fire and Rubber Cont- 
pany’s dealevs has created a novel 
idéa: of keeping an accurate 
check: on his steck ‘of tires. It 
is: very: siarp’e;, and has been 
worked with: exceptionally fine 
success: His plan is as follows:— 

A Sheét: of paper’ about 15x24 
inches shouldtbe tacked on the wall 
of ‘thé déaler's office or any other 
converiiérnt’ and conspicuous place. 
Through this paper finishing nails 
are driven, spaced about two 
apart,’ and under each nail the size 
and type of the different tires car- 
ried are marked. Then.a quarter- 
inch washer is placed on the proper 
nail for every tire in stock of that 
size. 

When a tire sold a washer 
from that nail removed and 
hung on another nail at the bottom 
of the chart, and in this way the 
condition of stock can be figured 
absolutely and at a glance. 

The dealer who conceived this 
plan states that he has used many 
different stock records, but never 
has found anything that is as easy 
to handle as the system just ex- 
plained.

A DEALER SPEAKS 


The Automotive Daily News:— 

Gentlemen: Knowing your keen 
interest in any phase of the auto- 
motive bu-iness, I venture to write 
you regarding what I believe ts a 
false and uneconomic condition 
that has always existed in the auto- 
mobile business and which I be- 
lieve is one of the fundamental 
troubles with the dealer side of the 
industry today. 

I refer to the position of the car 
manufacturers in making the deal- 
er pay cash against documents for 
the merchandise he handles. What 
other industry places_its dealers in 
such a povition? None of which I 
know. Could a grocer, a clothfer, 
a druggist continue to do business 
on this basis? I do not believe 
they could. 

In every other business it is the 
practice to give the merchant a 
certain length of time in which to 
pay for the good: he handles. The 
automotive merchant must pay 


“Ich Dien,” meaning “T serve.”’!cash before he can get the docu- 


ments which will release his ship- 
ment. And yet they wonder why 
automobile dealers go out of busi- 
ness so quickly. 





Presidents of big corporations long suspected of gouging the 
public and formerly cloaked in an attitude of “If you don’t, 
like it, go jump in the lake,” now address ringing messages | 
to the dear public assuring it that the one desire animating | 
the individual and corporate bosoms of himself and his: 
associates is “to serve the dear public.” 

There is no nobler idea of service. Benefiting one’s 
fellows is service in the highest sense. A company 
which by zeal and efficiency enables its clients to be 
more efficient, more comfortable or happier is con- 
ferring service. There is danger that in our fine Ameri- 
can frenzy to place everything on a service basis, the 
fine meaning of the word may become blurred and also 
that some too enthusiastic merchants may confuse serv- 
ice with charity. At the present time we are elevating 
service to something not very different from a religion. 
Let’s be sure then that we understand exactly what 
service should be. 

In the business sense service should be mutual. That? 
company which places in a user’s hands, with minimum) 
delay, a product which gives honest value for the price paid, | 
is rendering service, even though it is making a profit on! 
the transaction. The buyer expects to pay for what he gets; 
he -is not asking philanthropy. He is satisfied to let the 
seller reap a just reward of his efforts; all that he demands 
is quality and “service” in the narrower sense. | 

It follows then that the merchant who would boast of 
his service to the public must first be sure that the quality 
of his product is all that is claimed for it; that it is worth 
the price charged for it, and, finally, that it is delivered to 
the customer courteously and as quickly as the individual 
circumstances permit. When a merchant or a company is 
sure of these factors of his, or its operations, then it can 
begin to talk about its service. 

In the automotive field there seems to be a tendency in 
some cases to follow the star of service so far that the mer- 
chant gets lost in the bogs of insolvency. When a merchant 
delivers a product or a result of labor into the hands of a 
customer for less than it costs to produce it, he is not giving 
service; he is bestowing charity and is headed for bank- 
ruptcy. For instance, suppose an. automotive merchant 
offers extravagant service, such as long-distance delivery of | 
a single spark plug, or sending a mechanic far afield to| 
change a tire, or what you will of the same type, without 
charging for the extra effort and time involved, he is not 
rendering service. He is giving away something that costs, 
him money. The owner of a repair shop who fails to fix 
a schedule of charges that take into account, rental over- 
head, wear and tear on tools, materials, etc., etc., as well as 
mechanic’s wages and parts, is not rendering service; he is 
giving charity from his own pocket. 

Service is a fine word and a fine thing, but in our 
enthusiasm for the new national fetish, do not let us forget 
that service remains service only so long as the giver makes 
a reasonable percentage of profit from what he has given.
